No prolonged stop will be made 
here at that time, as the schedule 
calls for a ride, through to Morin- 
ville, but the train will return to 
Hdmonton at seven in the evening 
and will stay here until midnight. 
Then it will leave for St. Paul des 
Metis, arriving there at six-thirty 
o'clock on the morning of Sunday, 
July 6. 

A reception program has been ar- 
ranged hy French-Canadian citizens 
of Alberta, which will include High 
Mass, a banquet and various speech- 
es by Westerners, who will en- 
deavor to supply the visitors with 
data relative to agricul- 
ture and other advantages which 
Alberta offers to prospective immi- 
grants. 

The party will leave St. Paul des 
Metis at six o'clock on the same 
evening. tI will return to Edmonton 
and will continue to Chauvin, ar- 
riving there at nine-thirty o'clock 
Monday morning. The return trip 
to the East will start from Chauvin 
on the afternoon of the same day.
